THE REPORTED REFORM.

Cablegram From Rome Says the Rea- 
son Was That im French Churches 
Actresses Were Employed to 
Sing Solos. 


If the Sacred Congregation of Rites at 
Rome has issued an order that hereafter 
women will not be allewed to sing in Cath- 
olic Church choirs, the order has not yet 


reached this city. 

Father Henry J. Bronsgeest, 8S. J., pastor 
of St. Xavier's Church, Grand and Lindell 
avenues, and Father John J. Tannrath, 
pastor of St. Agnes’ Church, Sidney and 
Salena streets, both say that no such order 
has come to St. Louis. Furthermore they 
express the opinion that no such order has 


been issued. 
Father Tannrath, who is the acting chan- 


cellor of this diocese, said to the Post-Dis- 


patch Thursday: 

“Rome never acts hastily. It would not 
likely issue such a sweeping order without 
some intimation that it was coming. It Is 
possible that an order has been issued pre- 
scribing that in certain localities women 
shall not be allowed to sing in the choirs 
There may have been local conditions that 
would justify such an order. But it is not 
at ajl likely that the church would issue 
a general order in this summary fashion, 
forbidding women in any part of the world 


to sing in Catholic choirs. Local conditions 
would first be taken into consideration. 

“Gregorian music is the music’of the 
church and Gregorian music, you know, is 
not written for female voices. But strictly 
Gregorian music is sung in very few 
churches in this country now and to insist 
that this music only should be sung would 
be a very radical change. 

‘‘Tiowever, there are societies in this coun- 
try organized for the purpose of purifying 
Catholic church music. There is such a 
society in Cincinnati. Its object is to have 
the grand, dignified music sung at masses 
as much as poésible and the operatic 
masses eliminated from the repertoire of 
the Catholle choirs. 

“Now, it is possible that one of these 
societies has received from Rome some 
word on the subject of music and that this 
indorsement of their edict against women 
construed into an edict against women 

“Singing in church choirs.”’ 

The cablegram from Rome, announcing 
that this order had been issued by the 
Sacred Congregation, said it was formu- 
lated by Cardinal Steinhueber, who recently 
was placed in charge.

The Distress 

Is Genuine. 
Julian Hawthorne, 
anthracite region by the Philadelphia North 
American, wires to that paper that the de- 
mands of the miners are based on genuine 
distress. He says: 

“The average miner gets about $1 a day, 
but as there is no work for him on Sundays 
and holidays, he can count on but 
month, though as one of my informants re- 
marked. he has to go on living the odd four 
or five days just the same. I was shown 
vouchers for a week's work, confirming this 
statement, $7 for eight days’ work, and so 
on, and hundreds like them can be produced 
in this immediate neighborhood at any 
Wme. 

“A miner's family averages 5 persons and 
a careful analysis of necessary expenditures 
shows that $1 a day leaves two and a halt 
cents as all that can be spent for the three 
daily meals that the five persons eat. 

The price of provisions has risen, 

are unchanged. The dockage 
with no check weighman to protest 
the miners, leaves them to the mercy and 
favoritism of the bosses, who win favor 
from their employers according to the 
amount of money they are able to save, a 
better word even than convey, and infinite- 
ly better than steal, in this way. 

“By paying wages monthly instead of 
semi-monthly, operators compel miners to 
deal at the company stores, which give 
credit and charge what they please. by 
thus getting the miners in debt, the operat- 
ors put themselves in the position of mas- 
ters over slaves, the latter being compelled 
to submit to reductions and impositions 
which otherwise they would rebel against. 
The operators contend, indeed, that no com- 
pany stores exist, but this is a play on 
names; they are called supply stores, and 
that they are run by or in the interest of the 
companies is shown by the fact that any at- 
tempt on the part of independent traders 
to compete with these stores is prevented by 
underselling the former and then recouping 
the loss from the miners by other means.” 


The Hard

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POLITICAL INDIFFERENCE OF WOMEN. 


In a recent address Mayor Sam Jones of Toledo said: 

“For many years the agitation has been going on all over 
the country for woman's suffrage. In the last election in my 
city but 1440 women registered to vote in the election for 
members of the Board of Education, while there are nearly 
$0,000 men registered as voters. Not until women use the 
liberty that they have to a much greater extent than they 
are using it today will they have more.” 

There is force in this which the most ardent woman suf- 
fragist must admit. Nevertheless there is another side to it. 

Had the women of Toledo been allowed to vote for all can- 
didates—from President of the United States down to, alder- 
man of their city—would they have been so indifferent? In 
other words, had they been granted full political privileges 
would not the result have been more satisfactory to suffra- 
gists? ; 

The real temper of women wil] not be known, until full po- 
litical equality is obtained. Whether or not any great number 
want the right of suffrage is a doubtful question.

Utterances like these ought to convince the most skeptical 
that imperialism is a very lively issue. When any consider- 
able body of American citizens frankly disown what has 
been the very basic principle of American political life, and 
sustain a policy framed upon such an idea, no honest man 
can deny that an issue Of great importance has been raised.

WORKING FOR PEACE 


The machinery has been set in motion which will result in 
the creation of the Internatiunal Arbitration Commission, pro- 
vided for at the Peace Conference held at the Hague In July, 
1899. 

With one or more ex-Presidents and other able Americans, 
and men of similar weight and experience representing other 
mations, the Arbitration Commission may be expected to do 
great good. 

In connection, those who hope for universal peace may 
in the thought tha 
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at Huddersfield, England, on Weahanbie 2s said that hes inter- 
ests of (Re workers of the world were identical, and that if 
ever universal peace shall be secured it will be through the 
instrumentality of trades unionism. 

The average man can aid in this good work by discounte- 
nancing jingoism wherever he finds it. Universal peace will 
be achieved as soon as the majority really desires it. 

Years ago the Post-Dispatch pointed out the dangers of 
overhead electric wires and urged the municipal officials to 
have them put under ground.

public interest.

the public welfare is dependent. Provision must be made to 
guard against the interruption of the machinery which sup- 
plies the necessaries of busiress and of life.

there is the interest of the public,

Shortly 
after midnight Arnold, who has been pull- 
ing one of the fast on the road, 
backed down to the station to meet her 
on her arrival. The engine was running 
slow and on reaching the station Fireman 
Smith jumped off and entered the depot, 
supposing the locomotive would come to a 
standstill and wait for the train. 

‘hen Smith came out of the station 
he was horrified to see the engine tearing 
over the viaduct towards Missouri. 

The terrified fireman knew that some- 
thing was wrong and hastened to the train 
dispatcher's office and gave the alarm. A 
mes#age was sent to the operator at 
Moddy, seven miles from Quincy, notifying 
him that there was an engine “running 
wild,”’ and requesting him to turn it on 
the siding at Moody and to hold the St. 
Louis passenger train northbound, which 
was then due there. 

The Moody operator obeyed instructions, 
barely having time to catch the St. Louis 
train, which was switched out of harm's 
way.

One—Ellen Godwin—Followed Her Be- 
trayer for 23 Years and Until His 
Baseness Was Exposed to 
the World.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., 
“John Throckmorton's Ghost” 
vived by the death of Mrs .Sue M. Pendle- 


ton Conn. Mrs. Conn was the woman for 
whom Maj. John B. Throckmorton aban- 
doned Ellen Godwin. 

In revenge the injured girl dogged his 
footsteps for 23 years. Her's was a unique 
and terrible vengeance and was never 
abandoned until he had her arrested and 
tried for lunacy, by which procedure the 
whole story was made public to the world. 
Miss Godwin never offered him violence, 
but she followed him wherever he went by 
day or by night. 

If he went to the theater she waited at 
the door until he came out and then fol- 
lowed him home, no matter how late the 
hour. Early in the morning she was be- 
neath his window and as soon as he ap- 
peared in the street a thin, delicate figure 
in a plain black gown and heavily veiled 
was at his heels. 

No threats, no entreaties could induce her 
to give up her singular task. She became 
known as “Crazy Ellen’ and ‘Dorothy 
Draggleskirt,’’ but she did not heed ridicule 
or abuse. 

John Throckmorton bore up bravely, but 
twice his anger rose to the point of as- 
saulting the woman whose rae he had 
wrecked. He had called on Mrs. Conn, then 
a handsome widow, when he saw his 
eet looking at them through a side 
oor. 

Another time when she had followed him 
into a dark alley he drew a knife and 
threatened to kill her. 

Ellen threw back her vet! and, boldly fac- 
ing him, said: 

“Kill me, John Throckmorton, but kiss 
me first.’ 

Throckmorton, who was a member of an 
old and aristocratic family and who had 
received his military title by service on 
Gen. Breckinridge's staff in the Civil war, 
at last had Ellen Godwin arrested on a lun- 
acy warrant. The trial was a famous one 
and gave the woman an opportunity to tell 
her story in court. 

She said that she had loved and was mis- 
led by Throckmorton, and that she could 
not bear to let him out of her Bight.’ At 
first she followed him because she loved 
him, but when he began to sneer at her she 
learned to hate him and resolved to follow 
him everywhere. 

Her story established her sanity and she 
was discharged, from that time ceasing to 
haunt her betrayer. She owned a small 
property and lived in comfort. She died 
about twenty years ago and Throckmorton 
soon followed her. With the death of Mrs. 
Conn all the personages of this remarkable 
story have passed away. 


, ON TWO WOMEN 


Another—Carrie Pritchard—Met, Pit- 
ied, Nursed and Then Loved and 
Wed a Soldier Lad Whom She 
Found Sick With Fever. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 6.—It hase just 
developed that Belt D. Farrabee, a well- 
known young man of this city, living at 2402 
North Pennsylvania avenue, and Miss Carrie 
Pritchard of New Orleans were married in 
Cincinnati a week agt yesterday. Behind 
the wedding is a romance which grows out 
of the war with Spain. 

When the war was declared Farrabee en- 
listed in this city in the regular army, as he 
believed his chances of seeing active ser- 
vice would be better. He was assigned to 
the Fifth United States Cavalry and was 
sent to New Orleans, there to await assign- 
ment to his troop at Jagkson Barracks. 

Like many other young men from the 
north who were sent south during the early 
days of the war, Private Farrabee was 
taken sick with a fever and was sent to the 
hospital. It was a life and death struggle 
with him. The hospital was poorly ventilat- 
ed and poorly equipped, as the orga ation 
of the medical department had not been 
pomeneter and Farrabee grew weaker and 
weaker 

Among the party of young ladies who 
visited the hospital was Miss Pritchard. One 
August day she went into the ward where 
Farrabee was and the lack of attention, 
the fact that the young man was far away 
from home and unable to write, and the 
suffering on his face, appealed to her sym- 
pathies. She remained awhile at his bed- 
side and the next day she returned. She 
came the next day and the next, and finally, 
under her care, Farrabee commenced to im- 
prove and became convalescent. When he 
was able to leave the hospital he was dis- 
charged from the United States service on 
account of disability, and he returned to 
his home in this city in October, 1898. 

He remained here for some time and cor- 
responded with Miss Pritchard. Then he re- 
turned to New Orleans, and before he came 
home the wedding day was set. 

The bride elect came from New Orleans 
to Cincinnati and Farrabee met her there 
and they were married. Mr. Farrabee is 
well known here and is a graduate of the 
Indianapolis High School. Mrs. Farrabee 
is the daughter of the late Dr. Pritchard of 
New Orleans, who before the war was the 
largest slaveholder and owned the largest 
plantation in Iberville Parish, La. 

Mrs. Farrabee’s maternal grandfather was 
Senor Da Siiva, a wealthy shipping mer- 
chant of Oporto, Portugal. He came to this 
country many years ago and married Miss 
Mary Jervous, the great-granddaughter of 
Lord Admiral Jervous., Vhen Senor Da 
Silva made his will he inserted a clause that 
provided for his daughter's children, and his 
fortune is handed down in fee simple to

WAR DEPARTMENT ISSUES AL- 
LEGED PROCLAMATION AND 
INSTRUCTIONS. 


IT COMMENDS BRUTALITIES. 


He Speaks in One of Honoruble Peace, 
* in the Other of Boiling Oil, Treaca- 
ery, Red Hot Irons, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The war depart- 
ment gives out a translation of the recent 
proclamation and the letter of instructions 
of January, 1899, of the Filipino leader 
Aguina!do. 

While the issuance of these documents 
at this time is undoubtedly for political ef- 
fect, from a Republican standpoint, yet 
they are proven to be genuine, they must 
change the existing sentiment in seme 
quarters toward the leader of the Filipinos. 

In his proclamation of June 24, 1900, Agul- 
naldo says: 


Filipinos: The situation is growing worse. The 
bases presposed for arriving at the honorable pearce 
Which is desired by the couatry have been rejected. 
Others are being set by the military authorities 
which c_early demonstrate that our judependence is 
very far from being a fact, unless we all united 
Win it by dint of our reasen and onr rights, Te 
tected by the valiant Filipino army, which is 
asked to surrender to the American government 
Two elements are at present struggling in the 
United States; those who desire the re-election of 
Meniniy, and the great Democfatic pariy, wateo 
upholds the candidacy of Kryan 

Let us calmly await the result, whieh in all 
events imust be faverable tye us, for if the former 
shouid triumph the events would come to our r 
licf, a3 ls beginning to happen now in the d! vision 
they are tnaking of the army of ocevgation in or- 
der to transfer them to the Orientai empire; for 
ti MeKin ey is defeatet Bryan will give us our tn- 
dependence. What matters it to wus, for if they 
Wiil hot condesvend te give It toe us we shall have 
it by forse,

Aguinaldo’s proclamation of 


1899, is in part as follows: 

Art. 1. All frilipinos should observe our fellow- 
countrymen in order toe Whether they are 
American sympathizers. They shall take care ‘to 
work with them in order to inspire rhem with 
confidence of the etrength of the holy cause of 
their country. Whenever they are assured of the 
loyalty of the convert they shalt instruct them to 
eontinue in the character of an American sy in pa- 
thizer, in order that they may receive good pay, but 
without pre adleing the cause of our country. to 
this way ft (‘an serve themselves and at the 
same time serve the republic by communicating 
to the committee of chiefs and officials of our 
artiy whatever news of importance they may 
have.

throw on the passing American troops. At the same 
time, In the lower parts of the houses, will be con- 
cealed the Sandatahan, who will attack them. 
(reat care should he taken not to throw glass tno 
the streets, as the greater part of onr sokilers go 
barefooted. On these houses there will, if pogsl- 
ble. be arrayed, in addition to the objects to be 
thrown down, a number of the Sandatahen in or- 
der to cover a retreat or follow up a ront of the 
enemy's column, so that we may be sure of the 
destruction of all the opposing forces, 

Art. 10. In place.of bhelos or dagge if they 
do pot possess fhe same, the Saadatehan can pro- 
vide themselves with lances and arrows, with long. 
sharp heads. and these should be shot with great 
force, in order that they may penetrate well inte 
the bodies of the enemy. And those shonid be so 
made that in withdrawal from the bedy the head 
will remain in the flesh. 

Above all, I expect that you will respect the per- 
sons and goods of private persons of a'l nationall- 
ties, including the Chinese: that you willl treat 
well the prisoners and grant life to those of the 
enemy who surrender. -And that you will be «on 
the sharp lookout for those traitors and epemies 
who by robbery will seek fo mar our vie tory.
